Ifas the Federal
system at length brought us to that state of pe-
cuiiary disoraunization, that dissolution of
ihe elenseals of society, which can ouniy be ef-
fectualiy remedied by the geople cu-miug to-
gether and choosing a tyrant to reign over
themn!  Is this the condition to which we have
been broucht by the policy of the party which
claiins to have mouopolised nol only the
wealth, but the wisdom and virtue of the na-
tion?

The great National Bank will be the mas-
ter of the people and their Government, or it
will be too weak to achieve the miracle for
which it is expressly to be created. It may,
and doubtless will, be restrained by chartered
limits, in order to render the pill more palata-
ble.

In sclf~defence, and for the purpose of exe-
cuting the ordinary functions of Government,
the Genera! Administration musl crouchto, or
conciliate this Bank despot, or it must become
its ally and helpmate, or its master. The
latter is impossible; for it cannot, says the
Express and its associates, control the lesser
power. How, then, can it coutrol the great-
er?

ward by the Times—Ior the mission of this
geutlernan was never lutended to be psrma-
ueat, bat arsse only out of the extraordivary
state of the mioney market succeeding the
panic of 1826; and now the business being
brought into satisfactory train, it is intended
that the permauent ageney of the Bank of the
United States is to return iulo the hands of
the eminent house of Bariug Brothers, & Co.
These are the plain circumstances of the case
iz answer o the malignant assertions of the
Times, agaiusta geatleman whose abHizy and
ceatiemaniy manners have procured for him
an influcnce io the city of Loadon, which
shows how ably he has represented the Bauk
of the United States.

New Yok exhibited,
at the close of her compaign, a cheering gain
for the popular cause of six or seven thou-
sand—as a sort of carnest of her returning
allegiance. In New Jerscy the trinmph of
the people was glorions. Five Demceratic
Congress men were elected, to the dismay and
consternation ol the federalists, who have
concerted a most foul and wicked plan to
deprive them of their seats—a plan however,
whose cnly consequences will be disgiace
and ignominy to its false hearted contrivers.
In Delaware we hailed a new member of the
Democratic sistethocd.— For the first time in
that State, we carried our Congress men and
a majority of the Legislature. Mayiland
tarued out her federal governor, to make room
for a republican Chief Magistrate, whose
clection was coutrary to all the expectations
of our opponents; and Ohio eame splend2d-
ly into line with a Democratic majority of’
five or six thousand, where the lederalists, a
year before had a majority equally large upon
the other side.

Similar have been the results of the elction
the preseut year. New Hampshire bhas anui-
hilated almost the monster of Federalism with-
in her borders, doubling her Democratic
majority of 183S. Counnecticut "has gone
more than hall’ way in the process of her re-
geueration, and knocked off 3000 from the
Federal majority by which she was misgov-
erned. New York city has beea rescued
from the hauds of the oppesition, aud the
spring clections in that State indicate maost
cleatly the approaching return of the Empire
State to her ancieut position in the Republican
ranks. And then Virzinia—noble old Vir-
ginia—ihe laud of Washington and Jefferson;
how glorionsly has she maintained her integri-
ty to the old principles of her taith—how iu-
dignantly has she refused to ratify the bargain
of the Rives and Clay coalition—how has
she spurned the thouzht of being made over
to the support of Federalism! Her votes and
influence are safe for Van Buren. Every
thing then, looks well for the Democracy.;
The Opposition are a doomed party. They
have lost ground in all directions. Even
old Massachusetts shows some symptoms of
recreancy, and Vermont is fast freeing her-
sell' fron @éhe shackles of Federalism. In
spite of panics—in spite of the mismanage-
ment of Banks—ia spite of the treachery aud
base deseition of pretended friends and the
open and desperate attacks of rezkless ene-
mies—the popular cause has steadily advanced
with an impulse which has made it triumph
over every obstacle, and bids fair to place it
now upon a higher and more impregunable
basis than it has praviously oceupied. Ob-
scured, for a tims, by the suicidal effoits of
its en=mies, who pluaged the whole eountry
into speculation and misfortane, ia order to
compass their euds, it has burst fortn again
with iacreased vigor and brighlness—ad-
mizably illustrating that beautiful stanza of
Bryant.

Ezxtract. from an Address delivered at Erie,
(Ala.) By J. B. Rittenhouse, Esq.
PORTRAITS or Messes. CLAY CAL-
HOUN, axp VAN BUREN.

Admirably well suited is this loosely prin-
cipled party, in the very consistent individu-
al who stands most prominent amongst their
candidates f{ur the Presidency. [ will not
urge Mr. Clay’s early and sble cpposition
to a National Bank, on constitutional grounds,
and rules of interpretation, which no consid-
eration of expediency could vary. I will on-
ly point you to the fact, that he has lately
written to a friend in Mississippi, declaring
his readiness to abandon the benk, 2t any
rate for a scason. 'This we will set down as
No. 1, in the list of bis recantations, his dis-
graceful confessions of' fundamental error.—
If there be any of his friends near, he may
check them off on his fingers, and iff time
allows, I will give himi employment for every
one of his digits.

Secondly, consider his tariff system, his
bale for bale taxation—

“The millicns, larze as conqest’s spoil,
Wrenched from your vinews and your soil.”
The bare mention, methinks, of this atrocious
systcm of brutal brizandism, should guicken
the biood snd whiten the lips of every South-
ern citizen. I dare not trust my feelings in
characterizing its outrage and its fallacies.
I will merely direct the attention of my
audivnce to the important consideration, that
“the evil that it wrougzht lives after it;” that
all our late connnercial distress, has, in a
great measure, grown out of the surpluses
which these very tarifls acecumulated. Yet
we are told he has consented ts abandon
protection. How consented to abandon it?
only on the eve of civil war, 2nd while the
clinsinr curse of endless ages, for blasting
the fiirest Lopes of inan, was starinz him in
the face. Not to mention the even lesa
reputable motsve, which he himself at the
time confessed, that he would thereby secure
some stable protection to the manafscturers,
who were in danger of losinz all. But is
he altogether separated from this policy,
who has been londly reccommended to the
T k" D mnmaylvania hy Scegocnt a3
oihers of the Whiz committee at Philadel-
phia, on the very ground of his support of
this and other measures which we shall enu-
merate! This mode of electioneering, how=
ever, must be changed in this quarter; and
what he is supported in the North for ad-
vocating, according to the present cue, he
must bhe recommended at the South for aban-
doning. So let it be then for the present.
This therefore, is No. 2, in his list of discard-

ed principles.

Next comes that itwin-darling of his heart,
the vile "associate system of corruption and
un-qual disbursements, which was once with
appalling rapidity sapping the very founda-
tion of eur consiitution, and had nearly
brought down the grey hairs of the sage of
Monticello, in sorrow to the, grave. 'This,
100, we are told, he has agreed to surrender,
Mr. Serzeant to the contrary notwithstand-
ingr.—But, i’ my memory does not deceive
me, he has coupled to his reluctant consent to
yield up this system, the startling condition,
that a law of permanent distributions should
be establizhed. A grosser violation of the
Constitution, and a wider departure from
strict constitution and State Rights principles,
it were diffieudt to imagine. Bu¥we will ad-
mit, to please his Southern partisans, that he
has cordially and uaqualifiedly parted with
this hobby. This we will, thercfore, classify
as No. 3. of his repentances.

His course on the public lands should by
no means be omitted since it has been one of
most engrossing and immeditate interest to
Alabama. Ifthe priuciples of Mr. Clay’s
celebrated Land Bill, and his vniform opposi-
tion to laws of graduation and pre-emption,
have ever met with the approbation of our
State or any citizen of our State, | am yet to
learn it. But his letters are quoted showing
that, in a certain contingency, he dosen’t care
so much if he lets that go by the board also.
